Polish Government Promises Equality To Jews

LONDON—The Polish Government-in-exile this | 


week gave its first public pledge 


the Jews in a reconstituted Poland when Welfare 
Minister Stanczyk, addressing an assembly of 
Polish Jews in Britain in the presence of several 
members of the Government, spoke on behalf of 
the Government and promised the Jews of Poland 
full political, cultural and social rights on a basis 
of equality with the rest of the population. 
Among those present when Stanczyk made the 
declaration were General Duch, representing Pre- 
mier Wladislaw Sikorski; Foreign Minister August 
Information Minister Stanislas Stronski

and Vice-Premier Stanislas Kot. 


Stanezyk further declared that the Government 
condemned anti-Semitism and added that the bulk 
of the Polish population never had anything to do 
with it. Dr. Ignacy Schwartzbard, Jewish mem- 
ber of the Polish National Council, replying to 
Stanczyk said that the-declaration guaranteed 
equal rights for the Jews in a reconstituted Poland 


| and hailed it as “the most important step forward 


of equality for 





in Polish-Jewish relations.” He promised that the 
Jews would always be loyal to Poland and said 
that in the army and out they were doing their 
part in the common struggle. 

In his statement on the Jews, Stanezyk said: “I 
wish to assure you again in behalf of the Polish 
Government that nothing will seduce us from 
democratic principles securing every citizen in 
the future Poland equal political and social rights. 
The Jews, Polish citizens, will be equal in their 
obligations and rights with the Polish community 
and they will be able to develop their culture, re- 
ligion and customs. This will be secured not only 
by laws. in the future Poland but also by the com- 
mon sacrifices in these most terrible days of op- 
pression. The Jews, Polish citizens, fighting side 
by side with their Polish comrades are also earn- 
ing by that the undeniable right to peaceful work, 
well-being and happiness in.a liberated fatherland 
for which we are striving and which shall cer- 
tainly be achieved by sacrifice and suffering.”

individual approach to problems, 
Mr. Bloom pointed to the case of a 
10-year-old non-Jewish boy who 
frequently came to Kirshbaum, 
Victim of a strong inferiority com- 
plex, he refused to take part in 
group activities. Finally a staff 
member found that the lad could 
write rather clever  limericks. 
Samples of his writing were shown 
to a boys’ club. The members asked 
him to join the group. Soon he 
was taking a normal part in activi- 
ties and was well on the road to 
adjustment. 

A 12-year-old boy was elected 
by youngsters.in the “Home Camp” 
to edit the camp newspaper. See- 
ing conditions which he thought 
should be changed, he launched the 
organ as a crusading, “breast- 
beating” journal. Shown that this 
wasn’t the proper. approach, he be- 
gan bringing suggestion to the 
staff. Many of them have been 
adopted. 

Mr. Bloom describes J. C. C. A. 
as a popular educational institu- 
tion; a family institution with the 
accent on youth. 

“We try to get development 
through responsibility,” he ex- 
plained. “We have over 300 people 
working on committees.” 





Serve All Elements 





J. C. C. A, must serve the com- 
munity as a whole, and not merely 
the Jewish people, Mr. Bloom de- 
clared: 

“We can’t live in a vacuum. We 
are Jews, but we also are Ameri- 
eans. J. C. C. A. has a responsi- 
bility to all the people. We must 
be ready at all times to serve 
broadly, not narrowly.” 

Promotion of democracy and 
understanding in the community is 
the outstanding achievement of 
J.C. C. A. in,the past fifteen years, 
Mr. Bloom believes. 

“We have people from all walks 
of life and all economic levels 
working together in full harmony,” 
he pointed out. 

The community is becoming in- 
creasingly democratic, Mr. Bloom 
thinks, but he stressed the neces- 
sity for promoting a greater faith 
in the democratic process, 





Must Live Democracy 





“People must be taught the obli- 
gations of democracy; that it is 
something to be lived in our daily 
lives, not just something to sing 
an. occasional song about.” 

Most enjoyable part of his work 
has been the association with 
people—many. people of many 
kinds, Mr. Bloom said. There also 
is a lot of satisfaction in seeing 
paper plans transformed into 
working programs, he added. 

Here are some of the things Mr. 
Bloom would like to have in com- 
ing years: 

More space, more money, better 
facilities for hobbies and handi-

That these wants are not beyond 
attainment are indicated by Mr. 
Bloom’s statement that people of 
means in the community, for the 
past two or three years, have 
shown a greater appreciation of 
the “intangible values.” ‘ 

A few years ago J. C. C. A. was 
faced with a 25 percent decrease 
in revenue and a 50 percent in- 
crease in demands. The situation 
is improving, but still isn’t so 
good. it 

In his years here Br. Bloom has 
squeezed out time to fill many im- 
portant communal positions, among 
which were: President, 
apolis Council of Social Agencies; 
chairman, Indianapolis Chapter, 
American Association of Social 
Workers; -president, National As- 
sociation of Jewish Center Work- 
ers; president, Indiana State Con- 
ference on Social Work; State 
chairman of Social Work for B’nai 
B’rith; chairman WPA Recreation 
Committee, and member Indiana 
State Committee of National Youth 
Administration. 

Mr. Bloom paid tribute to the 
presidents, other officers and direc- 
tors of J. C. C. A, as playing a ma- 
jor role in the upbuilding of the 
Association together with his staff 
and the voluntary cooperation of 
the community. 

With fifteen years of work be- 
hind him, Mr. Bloom reflected that 
“it doesn’t really seem that long.”

By taking up Judaism I would not only submit 
myself to the Jewish burden but I would also, in 
this most effective way, voice my protest against 
a most hideous persecution. 

Yet I am aware that my individual protest 
would mean nothing, except for what satisfaction. 
my own conscience would derive from it. There- 
fore, befpre taking this step, I should like to 
‘find out how many other Christians will join me 
jn this protest. 

I have in mind a League of Christians to De- 
fend the Jews by Joining Them. A great com- 


pany of Christians willing to become Jews and 


‘thus to voice the protest of Christianity against 
he abomination that is called anti-Semitism. 
1am addressing this to you, through your 
tolumn, with the purpose ‘of learning just how 
“much support I can get for this idea among 
Christians.

Indeed, it is so good a 
Meligion that if it were generally lived up to we 
ould have a better world than the one we are 
ow ently suffering. I wish more Gentiles would 
take up Christianity as a way of life. 


© Perhaps it is rather selfish in me to welcome 
Syou and Christians like you into Judaism. Really,

“spared. A more unselfish view on my part would 
‘say, You had better stay in Christianity where 
every Christian is needed. There are so many 
churches but not enough Christians. Plenty of 
Gentiles but not Christians enough.

There 
may be something in Judaism after all. Let’s 
try it.”

AM SORRY to say, my dear friend, that by 

some Jews Jewish religion is regaréed as a social 
embarrassment. By them Jewish religion is re- 
sented as one of the causes for which Jews have 
suffered degradation and therefore is to be put 
aside as something that only makes trouble. 

They may resent a synagogue as an intrusion 
on a prominent street... . “Why,’’ they might 
ask, “do we push our religion forward so con- 
spicuously?” ... They may, and do, feel affronted 
to see Hebrew—the language of our faith—dis- 
played in print in a public place, as in a news- 
“paper on a street car. 

While they teach their children languages 
ancient and modern, they object to their learning 
Hebrew, which they regard as socially profane. 

Currently they are kept alive as Jews by Hitler. 
Our prophets, our psalmists, the teaching of 
Torah, our whole literary inheritance have not 
served anywhere near as well as Hitler has to 
give them something of Jewish feeling. 


One must wofider what will become of them if 
Hitler should die and they are left with nothing 
on account of which to feel Jewish. Against 
that time I welcome you and all good Christians 
whom you lead into Judaism—not for defense 
against persecution but to make Judaism a fash- 
ionable religion and thus save it from the hos- 
tility of Jews. 


The danger to Judaism is not Hitler but in 
Jews who turn against it in resentment for their 
feeling of inferiority. Your entrance into Juda- 
ism may serve to give it precious value for all 
these. 


Yet I feel your generosity in coming to the aid 
of Judaism and bringing others with you to join 
it, should not go unreciprocated. I propose, 
therefore, to organize’ a group of idealistic Jews 
to join Christianity to show the way of Christian 
life and to guard Christianity against hostile 
Gentiles. We shall call it the League of Jews to 
Defend Christianity by Joining It. 

When I have recruited this band of Jews, we 
shall march in a body to church some Sunday. 

. “We have come,” I shall announce, “to be of 
your Christian communion and march with you 
to convert Gentiles to the Christian way of life.” 

But no! Pretty soon people will be saying the 
churches are getting just too full of Jews. The 
Jews seem to be in everything, it will be said. 
Then the churches will become unfashionable and 
shortly they will be abandoned by the best fami- 
lies afd Christianity will be left to these con- 
verted Jews and to the few congenital Christians 
who remain loyal to the Christly teaching of 
brotherhood. 

So I guess I had better drop the whole thing.

- [Im 1936 I heard one of the most 
tematkable talks, in my estima- 
tion, given before any Jewish 
group. The speaker was 16-year- 
“old Natalie Tennenbaum of Cin- 
-eimnati. And her talk was deliv- 
ered before a Hadassah meeting in 
Louisville. So impressed was I, 
that in the Oct. 16 issue of The 
Jewish Post for that year I wrote: 

“A 16-year-old American high 
school girl, whose speech here be- 
fore a crowded joint Junior-Sen- 
jor Hadassah meeting captivated 

the audience, said she would rath- 
er live in Palestine than in the 
United States. 

“The girl, Miss Natalie Tennen- 
baum, spent one year in Pales- 
tine on a scholarship she won 
while a student at the Jewish Bu- 
reau of Education in Cincinnati. 

“Displaying a remarkable plat- 
form presence and bringing her 
audience to laughter with tales of 
many curious incidents of her Pal- 
estine stay, the sparkling-eyed, vi- 
brant speaker won over her listen- 
ers with the breadth of her obser- 
vation and the profundity of her 
deductions.” .. 

Several months ago, Carl Al- 
pert, former managing editor of 
the Boston Jewish Advocate, who

“interested” in a Tennenbaum girl 
in Cincinnati, and that he under- 
stood she was some distant rela- 
tive of mine.

Religious Education In Public Schools 


ERE SHOULD be little reason for excitement 

over the growing tendency in most school sys- 
tems, of which New York City’s is the most recent, 
to arrange for the teaching of religion through 
the release system. Other innovations in the field 
of pedagogy have been tried and discarded when 
found faulty, and the same procedure can be fol- 
lowed in the case.of religion. If as some charge 
the separation of Church and State is too vital a 
precept to be tampered with, then the goal of 
greater moral foundation in the youth of the land 
is of great consequence too. 

The plan known as the “release system” per- 
mits children to receive instruction during school 
hours by representatives of each denomination 
away from the school building. This arrangement 
would not have been necessary had parents, and 


Jewish parents have been among the worst of- 
fenders, given their children religious instruction 
where it can best be given—in the home. 

As far back as May 21, 1937, The Post predicted: 
“In this paper’s opinion, public schools will soon, 
very soon, institute some plan for religious edu- 
cation.” 

The same editorial said: “. . . three out of four 
Jewish children grow up in total ignorance not 
only of their religion but also their history and 
heritage. Jewish educators realize that after- 
school education in Talmud Torahs has been a 
failure because it absorbs time for instruction 
which should be time for play. Sunday school edu- 
cation is as inadequate as a pop fly with the 
bases full and two men out.” That was three years 
ago, and the prediction is being fulfilled. 


Senator Weiss In Defeat - 


PEFEAT of the Marion County Democratic tic- 

ket in Tuesday’s election carrying along with 
it Senator Jacob Weiss, removes from the political 
scene the highest ranking Jewish member of the 
State government, and one of the most contro- 
versial public men in the history of the Jewish 
community. 

Backers of Senator Weiss considered him one of 
the most progressive men in office, while his an- 
tagonists could rise to heights of condemnation 
at the mere mention of his name. Danie] Frisch 
characterized Senator Weiss as the “finest Jew 
in Indianapolis.” 

Too often the criticism directed against the 


Senator involved the economic measures he fa- 
thered through the Legislature and almost invari- 
ably concerned directly the pocketbook of the in- 
dividual making the accusation. Naturally, as a 
public figure molding the laws of the State, Sena- 
tor Weiss met with opposition from many people 
who disagreed with his political and economic 
views, but these can account for only a small part 
of the venom directed against him. 

One thing is certain. In defeat, Senator Weiss 
will cut a much more dignified picture than those 
who in such ill taste attacked him as he carried 
through the many measures he backed in the State 
Legislature.

| gee mpage Rabbi Stephen S. Wise described a 

message from Sir Arthur Greenwood, British 
Minister Without Portfolio, in which a restitution 
in Europe of all Jewish rights was guaranteed by 
his government, as having “wider and farther- 
reaching implications than the Balfour Declara- 
tion,” The Jewish Post would place more faith in 
the public pledge of the Polish Government-in- 
exile assuring equality for the Jews in a reconsti- 
tuted Poland. Perhaps Rabbi Wise had in mind 
that the Balfour Declaration can no longer be con- 
sidered an instrumentality for the securing of the 
Jewish National Homeland, in which case, his 
description is probably correct. 


England is promising nothing when she prom- 
ises Jewish rights in the Europe to come, be- 
cause Jewish rights for once are her own righis, 
and the words “Jewish” and “British” are inter- 
changeable. 

Today world Jewry is a weak and beaten éntity. 
When the Balfour Declaration was issued, at least 
England thought that the Jews were powerful 
politically, and could help her cause, although 
this~was not the case. But now would Britain 
wish to implement Sir Arthur’s words into a mes- 
sage of real consequence, let her guarantee Pal- 
estine to world Jewry as a refuge to be used as 
world Jewry wishes as a haven for the outcast 
Jews of Europe.

Jews Do Not Vote As Group, Rabbi Doppelt 
Says In Sermon.—For Jews living in any free 
land today to have a place of their own in political 
life would violate a basic principle for which we 
strove and struggled for many centuries; and for 
American Jews to gang up today and vote as a 
single unit either for the Republican and Demo- 


cratic ticket would be surrender of that unalien- . 


able right which is our most cherished possession. 

I have reference to the subtle and deadly rumor 
being repeated by the innocent and gullible that 
American Jews are either organized or simply 
ganged-up to vote as one political bloc. It is a 
subtle rumor rising out of the world conflict 
raging today in which our people abroad have a 
life-and-death stake. But it is deadly in its 
content because it is poisonous in its intent. I 
say poisonous, for the motive behind it is nothing 
less than a sinister attempt to ‘charge that Jews 
have some mysterious aims and ambitions of a 
political nature which they secretly strive to 
realize voting as a political unit. 

Just who spreads this rumor? Generally whis- 
per-mongers and hate-mongers, and today it 
crawls from the slime of fifth columnists which 
befoul and defile our land. Just why is this 
vicious rumor spread? Generally for reasons of 
sheer prejudice, and- today for purposes of 
political propaganda of a subversive character. 
For this reason, purveyors of bigotry will not 
listen to reason and political racketeers will not 
be convinced by facts; and it almost seems use- 
less and hopeless to spike this rumor. Never- 
theless, it is imperative to- scotch and expose it 
in all its ghastly nakedness in the hope that at 
least intelligent men and women will see its ugti- 


ness. And so I pose before you this simple ques- 
tion: Do Jews have a place of their own in 
political life? If so, what is it? If not, why not? 

Briefly answered and tersely: No! No! insofar 
as the history of American Jews during the last 
one hundred and fifty years is concerned, and 
I can cite historic instances one after another to 
prove that at no time did American Jews go to 
the polls as Jews but that at all ‘ttimes—at all 
times without one single exception—they chose 
their politics as Americans—even as Catholics 
and Protestants. No! insofar as any major po- 
litical and economic issues in the present cam- 
paign are concerned, and I can give you count- 
less examples of American Jews who believe that 
the salvation of the United States lies with the 
one candidate and countless who are in dead 
earnest about the other—a difference of opinion 
which characterizes Catholics and Protestants 
to the same degree. ‘s

Good-Will Movement Ineffective As Long As 
Church Teaches Medieval Hate, Rabbi Frederic A. 
Doppelt Says in “The Synagogue.”—To a large 
extent, it explains also why in the presence of 
hatred and persecution of the Jew this very day, 
the Church on the whole stands eloquently silent. 
For exceptions notwithstanding, this medieval 
Church law is still being hammered into the minds 
of men and women and is still being beaten into 
the hearts of children. And as long as it is af- 
firmed, all affirmation concerning brotherhood are 
but puppet acting and mere cackling. In fact, the 
whole good-will movement becomes a “weavering 
of cobweb,” and every effort in behalf of inter- 
faith relations is but a building on quicksand.
